It is no small tribute to the high merit of the late Mr. K. J. Freeman’s 
work that, in spite of the limitations which its original purpose as a thesis 
for a Trinity Fellowship imposed on its form and the misfortune of Mr. 
Freeman’s early death before he had had time to prepare the thesis for publication, 
his “Schools of Hellas” should now have passed into its third edition and 
should still retain all its freshness and charm. In matter and style, with 
its happy vase illustrations, it is an attractive book. For all who aspire to 
classical scholarship—and to many who have already gone far in that branch 
of learning—it offers much useful and practical information on the various 
stages of Greek education—its systems, and their merits and blemishes—which 
they will not find in so full and palatable a form elsewhere; for Mr. Freeman’s 
Soak remains the best, as in 1907 it was the first, on the subject in the English 
language. But Mr. Freeman had a wider interest than things Greek alone. 
In particular, his enthusiasm for the higher ideals of education prompted him 
to pause repeatedly and to point, by apt illustrations and contrasts, the moral 
for modern times, in a way which has appealed beyond the inner circle of 
classical scholars to a wider public of those who ys the legacy of 
Classical Greece; and, as the success of such a book as this shows, their number

THE WOODS OF WESTMESTON. 





Prolonged study of the subject has led me 


to the conclusion that the fifteenth century | 
Woods of Clayton were descended from the | 
Woods of Hailsham; and that the Woods of | 


Westmeston, of whom, unfortunately, little 
is known, form the connecting link. The 
only pieces of direct evidence are that a 
document concerning Alicia, widow of 
Thomas atte Wode of Hailsham, was pro- 
duced by the seventeenth century Woods of 
West Hoathley, a junior branch of the 
Woods of Clayton, when proving their 
title to the arms; and that they also pro- 
duced a fourteenth century grant of land in 
West Hoathley to a Richard atte Wode, 
Richard being a Westmeston family name. 
In support of this we have the facts that the 
first known Wood of Westmeston was named 
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Ralph, and that there was, a few years 
earlier, a Ralph, then a youth, in Hail- 
sham; that the founder of the West Hoath- 
ley branch was named Walter, an uncom- 
| mon name shared by at least two heads of 
the Hailsham family; that this Walter died 
at Westmeston; and that Westmeston is 
within an easy walk of Clayton. The name 
of Thomas occurs over and over again among 
both the Hailsham and the Clayton Woods, 
but is, perhaps, too common to be allowed 
much weight as evidence. It must be 
admitted that all this is less than satisfac- 
tory; but it should be borne in mind that 
I have been following up all the branches of 
the Woods of Sussex, a far-flung tribe, and 
that nowhere else have I found anything at 
all that was helpful or suggestive. With 
this brief preface I will proceed to set down 
what I have found out about the Woods of 
Westmeston, trusting that some reader wili 
be able and willing to introduce me to some 
class of documents that I have so far missed. 

Ralph atte Wood, or de Boys, seems to 
| have been a younger son of Thomas atte 
Wode, the first, of Hailsham, by Alicia, his 
| wife, daughter of Robert de Bolney. I have 
| supposed that their eldest son, Thomas, was 
| born about 1280, and, by supposing that 
| Ralph was born about ten years later, I 
| have found a basis for argument which fits 
| very happily with all the known facts. 
| In the year 1307, when Ralph would have 
| been about 17, the then Prior of Michel- 
ham had a dispute with Edward Herynge of 
| Isenhurst, north of Hailsham, about certain 
| lands not specified. The Prior and his 
| Canon, Richard Bonneye, seem to have col- 
| lected a band of bold young sparks, younger 
/sons and younger brothers, we may reason- 
ably suppose, of the tenants of the Priory, 
and put them in possession of the disputed 
lands. Among them was Ralph de_ Boys. 
Herynge promptly sued out a writ of tres- 
pass, summoning the Prior, the Canon and 
| the four youths to appear at the Assizes held 
at Horsham in July, 1307. None of the 
accused appeared. The Prior was fined 
through his sureties, and ordered to produce 
/his Canon. The four young men had made 
themselves scarce. The Sheriff reported that 
they were not to be found, and that they 
| had no goods on which he could distrain, 
| which may be taken to mean that they were 
| all under age. 

Such was the melodramatic start in life of 
Ralph atte Wode. Twenty years later we 
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find him, a sober and settled householder, | 
paying, in Westmeston in the Hundred ot 
Street in the Rape of Lewes, a tax of 1s. 6d., | 
being 1/20 on goods and representing an | 
annual value of 30s. In 1332 he paid ds. 4d. | 
which, being a tax of 1/15 on goods, shows | 
that the annual value of his property had | 
then increased to 50s. In these two Lay | 
Subsidies several villages are grouped with- 
out separate headings under the Vill of 
Street; but a very careful comparison with 
later returns proves beyond a doubt that 
Ralph’s name occurs among the Westmeston 
names. It is possible that it was this Ralph 
atte Wode who was paying tax at the same 
dates in Isenhurst. 

As shown elsewhere, his widowed mother, 
Alicia, had_a lengthy dispute with Thomas, 
her eldest son, about a freehold in Ringmer. 
It was possibly in connection with this liti- 
gation that she secured, from Sir Simon de 
Pierpoint, who, as there had been a mar- 
riage about 1300 between the Pierpoints and 
the Bolneys, was doubtless a cousin, an 
affidavit to the effect that she was the | 
daughter of Robert de Bolney. This 
affidavit, an abstract of which is in’ the 
British Museum, is said to have been dated 
25 Ed. II, an impossible date (since Edward | 
II was deposed in the 20th year of his 
reign), but apparently not far out; and is | 
further said to have been ‘‘ for lands in | 
Latendine.”” ‘‘In Latendine’’ may be 
merely a misreading of ‘‘in latitudine”’; 
but is, perhaps, more likely to be a phonetic 
rendering of ‘‘in Laughton Dean,’’ mean- | 
ing Deanland (which is still marked on the 
Ordnance Map) in Laughton, a _ parish 
adjoining Ringmer, in the direction of 
Hailsham. Ringmer is about midway | 
between Hailsham and Westmeston, which, 
by the way, was then held by the Pier- | 
points. As Alicia had quarrelled with her 
eldest son, it may well have happened that | 
Ralph was one of her executors; that he 
found the document among her papers; and | 
that, being attracted by the Pierpoint seal | 
and learning that the parchment had no fur- | 
ther monetary value, he slipped it into his | 
pouch as a memento of his mother. At any | 
rate, this is one of the two ancient records | 
that eventually came into the hands of the | 
Woods of West Hoathley. | 

In 1339 a Richard atte Wode _ received 
from Richard de Uamelenden (of West | 
Hoathley) a grant of a croft in ‘‘ Holdye”? | 
(for ‘‘ Hodley ’’ = Hoathley), of which an | 





abstract is also in the British Museum. I 


have just purchased the original, which 
shows that the croft consisted of 2 acres, 
bounded on the west by Bardolf’s Wood, on 
the east by the highway to Dallingridge, and 
on the north and south by the lands of 
Thomas Sharpthorne; and was to be held 
of Roger Dallingridge at a quit rent of 4d. a 
year, payable quarterly. The grant, which 
was dated at Horsted, Keynes, the Saturday 
after St. Andrew (30 Nov.), was to Richard 
atte Wode and Richard, his son, who, if my 
conjectures are correct, must have been a 
baby at the time. Possibly de Hamelenden 
was the child’s grandfather. The Woods of 
West Hoathley were still holding this croft, 
of the same Manor and at the same rent, in 
1591 (I P.M., Richard Awood, Ch. ii, 
233, 58). 

That Richard was a Westmeston name is 
proved by the poll-taxes of 1378-9, wherein 
a Richard atte Wode is shown as paying 
12d. there. This was probably the son men- 
tioned above; for, though we are informed 
that he was married, we find that he had no 
children of taxable age. ‘There were no 
Woods then resident in West Hoathley, nor 
any others in the Hundred of Street except 
an Alan at Balcombe and the Woods of 
Plumpton, named John and Thomas, all of 
whom paid 4d. a head. 

At this point there seem to be three gener- 
ations missing (through sheer lack of docu- 
ments), for Thomas atte Wode of Clayton 
appears to have been born about 1440. Any 
kind reader introducing me to records, such 
as Court Rolls, that have hitherto been hid 
irom me may count upon my blessing.

Finan ‘‘ TREE’? In Essex Puack-NaMeEs 


(12 S. xii. 451).—The ending ‘‘ tree ”’ is not | 


peculiar to Essex place-names. We have 
in Devonshire the well-known example, 
Heavitree, now a suburb of Exeter. In 
Domesday Book this name was rendered 
Hevetrove; in 1285, Hevetruwe; in 1303, 
Hevetre; in 1346, Hevetru; in 1428, 
Hevetre. Cocktree in South Tawton was in 
1303 written Coketrewe. On the other hand 
Haletrou (Exeter), Haletreo (Exchequer. 


Domesday), has become converted to Hal- 
stow an outlier of Woodleigh. Lange- 
treuna (Exeter), Langetrev (Exchequer, 


Domesday) is to-day the parish of Lang- 
tree. Odetreu is to-day Ottery; Wilaves- 
treu is Wilbestrew, alias Willeshay; Plum- 
trei is the parish of Plymtree; Ratreu is 
today Rattery, in 1316 was written Rade- 
trewe (‘ Feudal Aids’), and in the Cartulary 








of Torre Abbey is rendered Raltrewe. 
Wadstray is written in the Cartulary, Wade- 
strewe. 

In the South Eastern Naturalist for 1915, 
Elstree is shown to have the extraordinary 
origin, and to be converted from Theodioulfe- 
streow. 

I give the Devonshire instances because, 
when writing the ‘ History of Totnes Priory 
and Medieval Town,’ I drew attention to the 
occurrence of a place-name in the early 
Totnes deeds which perhaps suggests another 
meaning than ‘tree’? to this ending 
(ibidem, p. 6277). 
| The land of la Triwe, Trewe, Truwe, or 
| Trywe, as it is variably spelt, is found to 
| refer to a hollow, opening, or gap in the 
| hills to the south of Totnes. Is it not akin 
| to the French word le trou, la trouée, signi- 
| fying an opening or gap? We have in 
| Devonshire the termination “ traw” to be 
| found on Dartmoor, meaning a trough, in 
| such place-names as Long-a-traw, Hencher- 
| traw; not to be dignified as ‘‘combes ”’ or 
| valleys. I believe the hollow behind Credi- 
| ton is somewhere very early mentioned as 
| Credytraw, and it seems more likely that in 
| many instances the final syllable had refer- 
| ence to a ‘“‘hollow”’ rather than to any 
| Single ‘‘ tree’’; for certainly the descriptive 

prefix, in the instances quoted, cannot be 
recognised as any species of tree, such as 
| oak, ash, elm, beech, etc. 

| Perhaps Mr. Lucas and other corres}ond- 
|ents will kindly inform us if the Essex 
instances can be considered to name hollows 
or gaps in the formation of the land.

An answer can be furnished as _ to the 
origin of “‘tree’’ in so many Essex place- 
names by recalling that the county was 
formerly (the thirteenth century) one con- 
tinuous forest. The Forest of Epping was 
formerly called the Forest of Essex, and 
comprehended the whole county. The Hun- 
dred of Tendring had been previously 
disafforested by Stephen, and John dis- 
afforested all that part of the county that 
lies north of the Great Roman road leading 
from Lexden Heath to Stortford. Various 
other districts were disafforested at various 
times. The place of Forester for Essex was 
deemed highly honorary, and was generally 
bestowed on some illustrious person. The 
major portion of the county is generally 








level, with many large tracts of low marshes, 
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consequently trees would become landmarks, 
and one, Becontree, is self explanatory. 

Manningtree, from Manig-treow, many 
trees, which is a local tradition. The 
ancient name of this place was Scidinghoo, 
or as it is called in Domesday Book, Scid- 
dinchot. In the reign of Henry VIII it had 
received the name of Many-tree, of which 
the present Manningtree is undoubtedly a 
corruption. Braintree has had several names. 
In Domesday Book it is described under 
‘‘Raines,”’ including also the village of 
‘‘ Raine,” to which it was at that time a 
hamlet. In other old records there are 
Branketre, Branchetreu, Bromptre, etc. 
Flavell Edmunds, in his ‘ Traces of History 
in the Names of Places’ (Longman & Green, 
1872), calls Braintree the ‘‘ Prince’s Town ”’ 
(Brain, Brein, from Brén, a prince). 

Tiptree Heath extends into many parishes 
of Thurstable Hundred, and three adjoin- 
ing hundreds. At the beginning of last cen- 
tury more than two thousand acres of the 
heath were open and uncultivated. 

I have always admired the old Foresters 
of Essex for their homage to the trees. They 
converted them into place-names, and 
wherever possible specified them, in such 
names as Hatfield, Broad Oak, Fairlop 
Oak, High Beech, Birchhanger, 
Cherry Green, Elmstead and Elmdon, 
Willow Green.

CHURCHWARDEN Topacco Pipes (12 S. xii. 
371, 416).—Since I wrote on this subject 
Ihave had a fresh piece of ground dug up 
for a garden.

to the bowl, but a few 3—4 inches long. 
They were all of the three chief types, rang- 
ing from the very small of the early part of 
the seventeenth or late part of the sixteenth 
century to those used from about 1670 to 
the middle of the eighteenth century. As 
this house was an inn from the early part 
of the reign of Elizabeth to the end of 
Queen Anne’s reign, it is quite understand- 
able that the ashes and rubbish cast out on 
to the field at the back of the house would 
contain a large number of broken clay pipes.
